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T HE organisation 

charged with delivering 
a massive £1 67million 
investment in Hackney's 
schools has been announced. 

The consortium mpb 
education has been selected 
by the Council to manage its 
ambitious Building Schools for 
the Future (BSF) programme. 

This will see every 
secondary and special needs 
school in the borough rebuilt 
or refurbished by 201 5. 

Each school will have state- 
of-the-art IT equipment and 
comprehensive new facilities, 
under the project developed 
by the Council in partnership 
with The Learning Trust. 

The first phase of work is 


due to begin in 2008 at 
Clapton Girls' Technology 
College, Hackney Free and 
Parochial CE School and 
Stoke Newington School for 
Media and Art. 

This is being paid for 
through Government funding, 
with a £20m investment by 
the Council. 

Cl Ir Rita Krishna, Cabinet 
Member for Children's 
Services, said: "The selection 
of mpb signals the start of a 
new era in education for 
children in Hackney, mpb 
shares the Council's vision to 
provide our children with 
high quality education, 
delivered in the best buildings 
with the best facilities. 


"The BSF programme will 
help ensure that Hackney 
children have the same 
opportunities as others to do 
well in later life." 

Two consortia were short- 
listed for the high-profile 
contract: Mouchel Parkman 
Babcock Education (mpb 
education) and Bouygues 
Partnership for Education and 
Community. 

Both were judged to have 
submitted excellent bids, 
however mpb was considered 
most able to realise 
Hackney's aspirations to 
further support the excellent 
success of its schoolchildren,

sporting talent will 
be an extra £220,000 
better off thanks to a new 
Council fund to boost sports 
development. 

The pot of cash wi 1 1 be 
spent on promising 
individuals and clubs across 
Hackney, giving them the 
support, resources and 
training needed to achieve 
their potential. 

The Hackney Youth Sports 
Fund will run until 2012 and 
is divided into two sections 
for individual athletes and 


community clubs. It will 
complement existing 
Council sports development 
cash, and is financed by a 
£300,000 out of court 
settlement by Nike for its 
unauthorised use of the 
Hackney logo on its 
sportswear. 

The remaining £80,000 
has already been used for 
equality coaching training 
and to promote disability 
sports in the borough. 

Mayor Jules Pipe launched 
the Fund at last week's 
Hackney Youth Sports 


Awards, saying: "I promised 
that when we got the money 
from Nike every pound of it 
would be spent on sports 
development. 

"We want to improve the 
chances of those young 
people identified at school or 
by their coaches as future 
Olympians and Paralympians 
and support all our clubs to 
reach Club Mark Status." 

The awards were a 
celebration of the 400 local 
youngsters aged five to 1 6, 
who took part in the London 
Youth Games this summer. 


Our budding sports stars put 
in one of Hackney's best 
performances yet, reaching 
23rd place in the London 
borough league table - six 
places higher than in 2006. 

Local FM DJ, Weininger 
Irwin, hosted the event at 
Ocean, Mare Street, ad 
presented awards with help 
from the Mayor. 

Cllr Nargis Khan and 
Paralympic Swimming 
Champion Giles Long also 
made presentations. 

Awards included Female 
and Male Sports Achiever of 


the Year, Highest Placed 
Disabled Team, Most

Giles Long gave an 
inspirational speech 
describing how his 
burgeoning swimming career 
was affected when he was 
diagnosed with bone cancer 
aged 1 3.

Lorna Meade, Estates 
Development Committee 
chair, said: "The 
overwhelming 'yes' vote is 
a great result and is 
testament to the years of 
hard work put in by 
tenants, residents, L&QHT, 
the Council, and 
Independent Tenants and 
Leaseholders Adviser, to 
make the development's 
proposals work.

It means over 
£1 40million will be 
invested in the estates 
during the next eight years.

Send in the clowns 


CLOWNING around was the 
order of the day to mark the 
return of a long lost collection 
to a unique Hackney 
museum. 

The Speaker of Hackney, 
Cllr Faizullah Khan, unveiled 
the recovered treasure and 
officially renamed the Clowns 
International Museum in 
Haggerston Road at an open 
day. 

It was an opportunity to 
celebrate the discovery of 250 
hand-painted eggs bearing the 
faces of clowning legends, 
which it was feared had been 
lost forever. 

Their whereabouts had 
remained a mystery for over 
40 years, until they turned up 
in the belongings of a clown 
memorabilia collector who 



died recently. It was thought 
they had been destroyed in a 
fire in 1 965. 

Each clown has a 
personalised and copyrighted 
face paint design, which the 
collection immortalised 
forever. 


Matthew Faint, curator and 
co-director of the museum - 
who is also know as Mattie 
the Clown - said: "It's fantastic 
to have the eggs back. They 
have pride of place in the 
museum. We were delighted 
to be joined by the Speaker. 
He got really involved in the 
day and finding out about the 
wonderful profession of 
clowning." 

The museum, formerly 
known as the Clowns Gallery 
is the only one of its kind in 
Britain. It was founded in 
1 960 to display pictures and 
artefacts from clowning 
history and has since 
expanded to include props, 
costumes and a literary 
archive. Fun activities during 
the open day on 22 



September included 
performances from clowns 
Bluebottle and Mini Mattie 
including a 
traditional custard 
pie fight. 

The Speaker said: 

"It was an honour to 
rename the museum and 
unveil its wonderful 
collection. The performances 
were great fun. This is a 
fantastic place to learn about 
the history of clowning and 
what it involves."

C ompost produced by 
people recycling their 
food waste is proving 
a big hit with gardeners. 

Residents on the Norfolk 
estate in Hackney Downs, 
have been getting messy, 
planting geraniums and using 
the rich plant food generated 
by the borough's recycling 
scheme. 

Hackney Homes, the 
Council's arms length 
management organisation, 
has been working with 
residents to brighten up 
their estates with blooming 
flower beds. 


Ben Zimmerman, from 
Hackney Homes, said: 
"Planting the flower beds 
is part of Hackney Homes' 
ongoing efforts to improve 
the local environment on 
estates. We're pleased to 
be able to work with the 
Council's recycling team 
to incorporate the use of 
compost produced by 
Hackney residents." 

Gardener Jason Wasilewski, 
from Hackney Homes, said: 

"I was impressed with the 
quality of the compost 
produced by Hackney's food 
waste recycling schemes. It's 


perfect for these gardens." 

The food waste collected 
by Hackney residents is sent 
to London Waste Limited in 
Edmonton, where it goes 
through a composting 
process, and breaks down 


into the prefect natural food 
for gardens and green spaces. 

Food scraps such as fruit 
and vegetable peelings, 
eggshells, tea bags, cooked 
meat, cooked fish, bread and 
pasta are all composted 


down, which reduces the 
amount of food waste 
entering the waste stream. 

Cl I r Alan Laing, 

Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: "It's 
great that residents can 


benefit from the end product 
of their food waste recycling 
efforts. This is a great example 
of closing the recycling 
loop." 

In the UK, a shocking 
30 to 40 per cent of food 
produced is never eaten. 

Over a quarter of the rubbish 
we throw away is food.

Pop down the shop 

The cream of the UK’s pop and rock acts descended on 
Dalston recently -to play gigs and DJ in a branch of Oxfam

Local hero: James Stephen (1 758 - 1832) 


THE man remembered for 
leading the campaign 
against the British 
transatlantic slave trade is 
William Wilberforce. 
Indeed he was recently 
immortalised in the hit 
movie Amazing Grace. 

But it was a local activist 
from Stoke Newington 
James Stephen who was 
the strategic mastermind 
behind getting the 1 807 
Act passed. 

As a young man Stephen 
left home - The 
Summerhouse, which 
stood where Summerhouse 
Road runs today - for the 
West Indies. 

During a stop in 
Barbados he witnessed the 
trial of four black slaves for 
murder. 

Their guilt was widely 
doubted and the trial a 
shambles, but the slaves 
were found guilty and 


sentenced to death by 
being burned alive. 

Stephen was horrified, 
vowing never to keep 
slaves himself, and he 
began to send secret 
reports to British 
abolitionists about the 



situation in the West 
Indies. 

He returned to London 
in 1 794 and became 
friends with Wilberforce, 
whose sister Sarah he later 
married in 1 800. 

Wilberforce's Abolition 


Bill was defeated 1 1 times 
between 1 789 and 1 805 
because of the powerful 
interests of ship-owners 
and plantation-owners. 

Stephen knew that 
neutral ships were still 
transporting slaves to the 
French colonies, though 
many of these were not 
truly 'neutral', but in fact, 
British slave-traders flying 
the United States' flag. 

So Stephen proposed 
fighting for a ban on the 
transportation of slaves 
under foreign flags. There 
was no way such a Bill 
could be opposed because 
Britain was at war with 
France and the 'neutral' 
slavers were helping the 
enemy. 

The Foreign Slave Trade 
Act was passed in 1 806, 
and the pro-slavery lobby 
so seriously weakened that 
a total defeat of the 


transatlantic slave trade 
was possible the following 
year. 

Stephen died in 1 832 
and was buried in the 
graveyard at St. Mary's, 
Stoke Newington. 
Wilberforce died the 
following year and was 
laid to rest in Westminster 
Abbey. Only after the 
funeral was it revealed that 
he had asked to be buried 
at St. Mary's, alongside his 
sister and her husband - 
his friend and fellow 
abolitionist, James 
Stephen. 

James Stephen and his 
Stoke Newington 
abolitionists will be 
featured in an exhibition at 
Hackney Archives later this 
autumn.

Health advice

OCTOBER is Breast Cancer Awareness Month and a host of 
events are going on nationwide to raise awareness of the 
disease. 

So it is worth remembering that although breast cancer 
largely affects women, it is also possible for men to develop 
the disease, and this advice therefore applies equally to both 
women and men. 

It is also worth noting that black women (for reasons that 
we are working on, but do not yet understand) tend to 
develop a more aggressive form of breast cancer at a 
younger age than white women. 

Most breast cancers are detected by women who report 
changes in the way their breast feels to their GP. 

It is therefore important that people are aware of what 
their breasts look and feel like normally. If there are any 
changes it is important to check them out with your doctor 
quickly. 

If cancer is diagnosed and treated promptly, cure is more 
likely. 

The really important changes to look out for are: size or 
shape of the breasts; skin texture; appearance or direction of 
nipple; discharge from the nipple; rash or crusting of the 
nipple or surrounding area; lump in the breast or armpit; a 
lumpy area or unusual thickening of breast tissue that 
doesn't go away after your period; pain in part of the breast 
or armpit that is unrelated to periods. 

If you find any of these changes in your breasts, you 
should consult your GP immediately. 

If you are referred to the Breast Clinic at Homerton, you 
will not wait more than four weeks for an appointment and 
urgent cases will be seen within one week of referral.

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M ORE than 38,000 
cyclists took over 
the capital's streets 
for the first ever Hovis 
London Freewheel. 

The event was hailed a great 
success after cyclists of every 
age and ability took over 
central London in an 
impressive show of pedal 
power. 

In the largest mass cycle 
ride the capital has ever seen, 


tens of thousands of riders 
passed by some of London's 
most iconic sights such as the 
London Eye and Buckingham 
Palace on a 1 4km route kept 
free of other traffic for the day. 

Riders cycled in from 
across London - starting at six 
local gathering points 
including Victoria Park- 
guided by more experienced 
cyclists. 

A Freewheel Festival in St 


James's Park also saw 
thousands gather for a 
celebration of cycling which 
included a picnic, bike 
acrobatics, cycling circus and 
BMX, mountain and trail bike 
stunts. 

One of the aims of the 23 
September event was to 
encourage more Londoners to 
cycle in the capital. 

It is estimated that 40 per 
cent of Londoners have 


access to a bike, but only five 
per cent use one regularly. 

This contrasts with 
Hackney- named the 
capital's best bike borough 
last year - where the number 
of people cycling to work has 
risen by almost 70 per cent 
from 1 991 . 

Ken Livingstone, Mayor of 
London, said: "Today has 
been a highly visible 
endorsement for the growth of 


cycling in London. 

"Record investment in 
training and facilities has seen 
cycling soar by 83 per cent 
since 2000 - more than any 
other city in Europe. 

"Having taken part, I hope 
people will find that cycling 
regularly in London is easier 
than they thought."

Generally councillors can help with Council related matters 
and the services delivered by Hackney Council, although if 
the matter is the responsibility of another person or 
organisation they can often point you in the right direction 
and tell you who you might need to see. 

There are 57 councillors covering the borough representing 
areas called wards. These are below.
